You can
register on the FTC.gov website and report unwanted calls on the website as
well.

Don't forget that scams are not only through a phone call, but can come
through as a text message. Treat this no differently than an online scam. Do
not click on any links sent to you, do not provide any personal information,
and be sure to delete the text. Also, look at the time the text message was
sent. Some of the more recent text message scams have been sent around
two or three o'clock in the morning.
